Delinski, originally from Miami, 
‘went over the prison wall” four 
months ago shortly after his ap- 
plication for clemency was denied | 
by Governor Rivers. He had 
served four and a half years of: 

19 to 20-year kidnaping  sen- 

ce, 

The fugitive was arrested on a 
warrant signed by Attorney Mur- 
ray Shoemaker, of Cincinnati, and 
charging Delinski had broken in 
his home and escaped with $1,000 
worth of clothing 2nd jewelry. 

Denies Theft. 

When arrested by Detective 
Michael McShane, Delinski was 
wearing a watch and had other 
articles in his possession identi- 
fied as taken from the Schoemak- 
er home. Delinski denied any con- 
nection with the theft, which oc- 
curred several days ago. 

Delinski, aided by 17-year-old 
Pryor Bowen, kidnaped Ottley 
while the banker was on his way 
to his office. He was taken to a 


hideout near Suwanee, where De-/¢ 


linski left the banker under guard 
of Bowen while seeking to ar- 
range ransom. Ottley talked the

AFL REBUFFS GIO 
UN NEW PROPOSAL, 
UFFERS ITS TERMS 


Federation Rejects Plan 
for 20-Man Committee, 
Suggests Rival Name 
Group To Confer With 
Standing Peace Body. 


GREEN CONFIDENT 
CIO WILL ACCEDE 


Proposal Stipulates That 
Conferees Must Meet 
Only Without Previous 
Commitment on Policy.

The ranks of American labor re- 
mained divided last night as the 
American Federation of Labor re- 
jected a proposal from its rival, 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, to meet and talk peace. 

Both sides were willing to talk 
about an armistice—but only un- 
der conditions they considered ' 
necessary to protect their inter- 
ests. 

The peace plan offered by the 
followers of John L. Lewis 
brought from the executive coun- 
cil of the AFL., meeting at the 
close of the federation’s conven- 
tion in Denver, the assertion it 
was “a well-designed attempt to 
mislead the public and confuse the 

AFL os 

The AFL professed, “however, a 
readiness to settle major matters 
in dispute for the purpose of 
“uniting labor under the banner 
of the AFL.” 

CIO delegates, closing a _ strat- 
egy session at Atlantic City, of- 
fered to'send a 10-man committee 
to meet with a federation group 
of equal size at Washington Oc- 
tober 25. 

AFL leaders, however, made it 
clear they regarded with suspi- 
cion the stipulation that the con- 
ference should be held under the 
same co nditions that were offered 
in the proposal rejected by the 
AFL last Tuesday. They inter- 
preted these conditions as de- 
manding recognition of the CIO 
as the dominant force in the la- 
bor field. 

Federation’s Terms. 

The AFL terms were that the 
CIO send a_ committee of any 
number into a conference room 
with the AFL’s standing peace 
committee of: three to make a set- 
tlement “without. prior commit- 
ments, stipulations or conditions,” 

If necessary, they said, the size 
of the AFL committee could be 
enlarged.

the northwest. 

The Japanese military spokes- 
man here admitted General Juichi 
Terauchi’s Shansi campaign had 
been “halted” and that the Japa- 
nese commanders had called for 
reinforcements. 

The announcement came during | 
a lull in“the fierce warfare of the 
‘last two«days.on the Shanghai 
front—in which both sides claimed 
important gains. 

Lines Exhausted. 

It appeared to néutral observ- 
ers, however, that the rival lines 
had hammered each other into ex- 
haustion with neither obtaining 
any new advantage. 

The Japanese northern § forces 
which split off from the columns 
that penetrated deep into Suiyuan 
and captured Kweihwa, the capi- 
tal city, Have encountered bitter- 
Ay cold weather, which was par- 
tially blamed for their failure to 
advance. ‘ 

The spokesmen here said how- 
ever, that they had encountered 
“most stubborn” Chinese resist- 
ance, and needed additional men 
and equipment. 

Defense Determined. 

The eighth route fighters were 
entrenched at Hsinkow, south of 
Yuanping, and showed determina- 
tion to hold fast according to re- 
ports from both sides. 

The Japanese said the sudden 
tightening of Chinese resistance 
was due to General Yen Hsi-shan 
storing his world-famous collec- 
tion of “art treasures,” reportedly 
worth 10,000,000 yuan (about $2,- 
850,000), at Chuanpien at the foot

FD. R. CLARIFIES 
POLICY ON CHINA 


President Indicates U. S. 
Will Propose That Nine 
Powers Seek Mediation. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Oct. 15.— 
(P)—President Roosevelt, inter- 
preting for the first time his ut- 
terances on foreign affairs, indi- 
cated today the United States 
would propose that the forthcom- 
ing nine-power treaty conference 
seek to mediate Japan’s undeclar- 
ed war on China. 

This would be the initial step 
at the historic meeting soon to be 
held in Brussels, he in substance 
told a press conference. 

But as to what proposals may 
follow in event the mediation at- 
tempt failed, the President would 
not venture any predictions. He 
said this was an “if” question and 
besides it was utter, sheer guess- 
work for anyone to try to say now 
what America’s policy would be 
in the future. 

Won’t Discuss Stocks. 

Discussing domestic affairs with 
his interviewers, he declined to 
comment on recent declines on the 
stock market.

LONDON PATIENCE 
ABOUT EXHAUSTED 


Resistance Is Promised 
If Rebels’ Supporter 
Attempts Permanent 
Domination of Country. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—(4)—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden to- 
night demanded swift and honest 
action to end the danger that 
Spain may bring Europe to war. 

The foreign secretary made the 
demand at an obscure political 
rally in Llandudno, Wales, on the 
eve of tomorrow’s noninterven- 
tion subcommittee meeting in 
London called to seek agreement 
on withdrawal of foreign volun- 
teers from Spain. 

Eden declared that Britain and 
France stood shoulder to shoulder 
to insure that the noninterven- 
tion committee’s efforts will be 
successful and added that any na- 
tion which obstructed the com- 
mittee’s work would have to suf<« 
fer French and British displeas- 


ure, 
Warning Sounded. 


That Britain has not intervened 
in Spain with soldiers, he said, 


does not mean that Britain is in- 


different to the fate of Spain.

later, if necessary. 

“- suggest,” Representative 
Brown advised Wallace, “that this 
date be withdrawn and left open. 
The subsidy could be paid the 
farmer whohas not sold his cot- 
ton by July 31, 1938, or before 
then, based upon a price designat- 
ed at the 10° spot -markets. The 
buyers of cotton know that prac- 
tically all the farmers, in order 
to obtain the subsidy, will ‘sell 
their cotton before July 31, 1938, 
and it is having a deleterious ef- 
fect.” 

Representative Brown came to 
Washington with Superintendent 
Haskew, of the Monroe (Ga.) 
schools, to facilitate the allotment 
of money for the rebuilding of the 
Monroe High school, which was 
destroyed by fire just before 
Christmas last year. 

Colonel Elmer W. Clark, chief 
assistant to PWA Administrator 
Harold L. Ickes, assured Mr. 
Brown that the school would re- 
ceive’ a grant of $27,800 of PWA 
money. The estimated cost of the 
project is $61,800. 

Mr. Brown left Washington to- 
night for his home in Georgia.

'same cotton unless the loan is 
liquidated prior to July 1, 1938. 


Requirements Cited. 


“There. are two basic require- 
ments for receiving the cotton 
price adjustment payment from 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
| ministration,” Reynoldson - said. 
“One is that cotton on which ap- 
‘plication for payment is to be 
'made must be sold prior to July 1, 
/1938. This does not mean that 
.the farmer must sell all of his 
‘crop, but only that por@fon’ of it 
‘on which he applies for the price 
adjustment payment. As _ these 
| payments are limited to 65 per 
cent of a farmer’s base cotton pro- 
duction, it naturally follows that,

“The second basic requirement 
is that the producer comply with 
the 1938 agriulture adjustment 
program which’ the special ses- 
sion of congress called by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to convene in No- 
vember is expected to enact.

The price adjustment payment, 
Reynoldson said, is the difference 
between 12 cents a pound and the 
average of 7-8-inch middling cot- 
ton on the 10 spot markets on 
the day of sale, but this: amount 
cannot exceed three cents a pound. 

Turning to the loan program, 
the speaker pointed out that this 
is administered by the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation. 

“Farmers electing to take ad- 
vantage of the loan,” Reynoldson 
said, “cannot apply for a price ad- 
justment payment on that cotton, 
offered as collateral for the loan. 
However, if a farmer who has re- 
ceived a loan should decide to liq- 
uidate the obligation and sell his 
cotton prior to July 1, 1938, his 
cotton, provided it is within the 65 
per cent limitation, would then be 
eligible for the price adjustment 
payment.” 

The Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration loans on cotton are based 
on 9 cents a pound on middling 
cotton, 7-8 inch or better; 8 1-2 
cents a pound on strict low mid- 
dling, 7-8 inch or better; 8 cents 
a pound on middling below 7-8 
inh; 7 3-4 cents a pound on low 
middling, 7-8 inch or better; 7 
cents a pound on strict low mid- 
dling, below 7-8 inch, and 6 cents 
a pound on low middling, below 
7-8 inch.

Holston Official Suggests 
National Aide Read a 
Book To Get Facts. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 15.— 
(P)—Presiding Bishop Wallace E. 
Brown, of the Holston conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal church 
today criticized Dr. M. A. Dawber, 
secretary of the church’s national 
board of home missions, for :prais- 
ing Communism and advocating 
adoption of some of its principles 
by America.

An Ivy street garage owner, in 
whose garage 612 gallons of 
Shaw’s whisky was recently seized 
by police, said that Downs fol- 
lowed policemen into the garage 
as they seized the haul, lending 
strength to the theory that local 
hijackers are turning up bootleg- 
gers’ hauls when the bootlegger 
refuses to pay for “protection.”

Investigation of the hi-jacking 
racket is being pushed not because 
of its threat to the bootlegger but 
because of its implications in re- 
gard to small businesses, accord- 
ing to detectives. City detectives 
fear the “protective” racket might 
spread into a “crim€é combine” 
which would force independent 
businessmen to pay tribute to an 
“association.” 

Meanwhile, the grand jury’s 
special probe into the lottery 
racket and alleged “payoffs” to po- 
licemen was resumed late yester- 
day as about 10 witnesses were 
called in to testify.

At a press conference last night,

sult in a peace conference. 

The peace proposals from the 
rebel camp, he added, “reflected 
the demand of the rank and file 
of some of those organizations for 
solidarity.” 

The federation’s 57th annual 
convention came to an end early 
in the afternoon with only a hand- 
ful of delegates left in the huge 
auditorium.

At Atlantic City Lewis ended a 
CIO war council by demanding 
that labor generally obtain a more 
important position in the. nation’s 
economic and political life. 

He criticized the administration 
for not reducing unemployment 
and congress for failing to enact 
a wage and hour bill.

“The post-mortem,” Hoodin con- 
tinued, “showed that Wagner died 
of arterial sclerosis. Sixty days 
later they (the state) took up his 
body. What happened in the in- 
terim I don’t know and they don’t 
know.” 

Mrs. Nannie Werks and Mrs. 
Mary Watkins, who live in the 
building where Wagner resided, 
were the first witnesses. They 
told of Mrs. Hahn’s first inquiry 
for “an elderly bachelor” and in- 
sisted under  cross-examination 
that she did not call him by name. 

The prosecutor said Mrs. Hahn 
first attempted to exchange her 
bank book “which fraudulently 
showed a balance of $15,000” for 
Wagner’s account of $4,000. 

“Then the defendant, balked at 
this effort, came into the bank 
and presented a scrawled check for 
$1,000 and was told that the signa- 
ture must be in Wagner’s own 
handwriting,” the prosecutor said. 
“Then she returned with the 
check 11 hours after he had died 
and presented what, in my untu- 
tored eyes, was the most perfect 
forgery I ever saw.” 

Outcalt said a suspicious bank 
clerk called the hospital where 
Wagner was ill and was told that 
the man had died. 

“When cornered with this she 
said ‘That is right, I forged this 
check’”’ Outcalt declared. 

Outcalt said she presented a will 
purportedly made out by Wagner 
January 1, 1936, giving all his 
property to Mrs. Hahn “although 
she had only met him May 13, 
1937.” 

“If that is not sufficient evi- 
dence of forgery then I intend to 
prove to you that the will which 
gave her every cent of his prop- 
erty was signed in the same hand~- 
writing as the check,” he said.

Canal to St. Louis, 


Plan 66 Years Ago. 

By SIDNEY ROBERTS, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Freight rates, a subject of con- 

troversy between north and south, 
prompted legislators 66 years ago 
to- suggest construction of, a con- 
tinental canal linking St. Louis 
with the Georgia coast to provide 
cheaper transportation. 

“High rates of freight depress 
agricultural interests,” the Georgia 
assembly said in a ‘resolution 
adopted December 13, 1871. 

It urged the federal government 
to build a waterway-linking the 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Coosa and 
Ocmulgee rivers. The _ cost in 
Georgia was estimated at $10,000,- 


000. 
Interest Moderate. 

The interest of the federal gov- 
ernment was only moderate and 
the waterway was never con- 
structed. 

But the .expression of 1871 
touched upon several phases of a 
problem which has placed 1937 
Governors in sectional camps for 
‘a fight before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Executives of nine southern 
states joined last spring in a move 
to reduce railroad levies they 
termed “discriminatory.” 

New England Governors organ- 
ized at Boston Thursday to oppose 
changes as a menace to their in- 
dustrial structure. 

Get Better Chance. 

Governor Bibb Graves, of Ala- 
bama, said “removal of man-made 
barriers in the form of unfair 
rates would give the nation a bet- 
ter chance in seeking world mar- 
kets.” : 

Governor Francis P. Murphy, of 
New Hampshire, secretary of the 
New England conference, said “, . . 
we must intervene when the ef- 
forts of these (southern) states 
would disropt seriously the com- 
petitive relationships of New Eng- 
land.” 

The Georgia legislators of 66 
years ago estimated a bushel of 
corn could be shipped from St. 
Louis to Savannah by the pro- 
posed canal for 12 cents a bushel, 
against prevailing charges of 56 
to 72 cents. 

Rate Problems Analyzed. 

Rate problems of the day were 
analyzed thus: 

“Inadequate means of transpor- 
tation: The pressure upon pres- 
ent water routes being so great 
during the limited season between 
the harvesting of the crops and 
the closing of navigation exorbi- 
tant prices are demanded for 
freight and the distance, by rail- 
road, is so great that transporta- 
tion can never be brought down 
toa price that will leave a suffi- 
cient profit to the farmer and, at 
the same time, be remunerative 
to the railroads,” 

“These evil influences can only 
be remedied, the agricultural in- 
terests of the west fostered and 
developed, and emigration encour- 
aged by opening some cheaper 
channel of trade between the Mis- 
sissippi and the Atlantic ocean,” 
the resolution said. 

Distance Too Great. 

The legislators argued that “the 
multiplication or consolidation of 
long lines of railroads” could not 
effect the desired reduction in 
rates because “the distance is too 
great for wheat and corn to be 
transported at a profit.” 

“A cheap transit can be found 
for thé west through Georgia to 
the sea by opening the proposed 
water line,” the lawmakers decid- 
ed, adding “it is 844 miles less 
from St. Louis, the great center 
of western trade, to the Georgia 
Atlantic ports, than to New York 
by the lakes and Erie canal. 

“Tt is 282 miles less from St. 
Louis by the proposed line, to the 
Georgia ports, than to the Gulf 
of Mexico, by the Mississippi 
river.” 

3 Would Share Equally. 

In. asking federal assistance for 
construction of the canal, lawmak- 
ers said the work “would be en- 
joyed equally by the eastern and 
western states of the Union.” 

The canal, the legislature aver- 
red, would have made it possible 
to transport freight from St. Louis 
to Savannah for $4.56 per ton. 

Further arguments advanced in 
favor of its construction were: 

“In case of hostile invasion, it 
would be invaluable to the gov- 
ernment as an interior means of,

As a Girl of 17 She Recalls March of Sherman Through 


Georgia and Humorous Incidents Mixed With Tragedy; 
Plays Piano, Dances, Too; Likes a Little Nip. 


By MAXINE LAND. 

Mrs. Nannie Munford who cele- 
brated her 92d birthday the ninth 
of this month is feeling chipper 
despite her age and the fact that 
she’s “been through the war.” 

She recalls the day Yankee sol- 
diers took her best Sunday slip- 
pers and danced all over the house 
in them. She also recalls when a 
trip to Atlanta by stage coach was 
a day’s journey, when girls dipped 
snuff instead of puffing on cig- 
arets. “And it was just as much 
fun, I expect,” she said yesterday 
at the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
Rena M. Doyle, at 1031 McLynn 
avenue. 

As a girl of 17, she lived in 
Bartow county about nine miles 
southeast of Cartersville at the 
time Sherman marched through 
Georgia. She remembers the day 
her mother heard the Yankee sol- 
diers approaching and took the 
meat from the meathouse to the 
second story, tore a place in the 
floor and dropped it down be- 
twéén the floof and the ceiling 
of the room below. “The grease 
spot is still on the ceiling,” she 


said. 
@amped in. Their Home. 


“Yankee soldiers camped in our 
house for two weeks,” she contin- 
ued. “They were very nice, the 
one’s who stayed with us. Out of 
fun they took my slippers and 
put them on and danced all over 
the house.” 

“Those who followed were the 
ones who did the damage. They 
took all our geese, ducks, chickens 
and cows. They only left one old 
rooster and a pig.” 

Her blue eyes twinkled as she 
continued to relate the incidents 
harshly imprinted upon the mind 
of a timid 17-year-old girl in the 
hectic days during the Civil War. 

Chicken Escapes Yankeees. 

“But I shall never forget how 

delighted we were to see that one 


of our chickens had escaped the 
Yankee soldiers up the road a 
piece. It came running back into 
our yard and after that it was so 
scared every time it heard a gun 
it took to the woods. That was 
pretty often in those days, too!” 

Some of her more pleasant 
memories of her girlhood days are 
the delightful trips she made to 
Atlanta in a stage coach to attend 
the ball. “That was such a thrill,” 
she said. “Atlanta seemed a long 
way from Cartersville.” 

Refusing to let times get too far 
ahead of her she has remained 
remarkably modern in some ways. 
She often hears a song she likes 
over the radio and if no one is 
watching she “goes into her 
dance.” She admits a great de- 
sire to see “the big apple.” 

Likes Nip Now and Then. 

“She doesn’t even ‘thumbs 
down’ on a little drink when it is 
offered her. She reaches for it 
and at the same time always re- 
peats, ‘Ican live without it,’ ” said |? 
her daughter. 

One of her chief amusements 
these days is playing the piano. 
She usually likes to put the loud 
pedal on, too. “I can hear it bet- 
ter then,” she said. Her selec- 
tions are generally her own com- 
positions. She likes to play jazz, 
but her preference is old songs 
such as “When You and I. Were 
Young Maggie.” 

She sits up every night until 
she has heard “Amos and Andy,” 
and “if the programs after that 
are interesting I just sit up and 
listen to them, too,” she said. 

Ceases Snuff Habit. 

Her snuff dipping which she 
started as a girl of nine and kept 
up regularly until five years ago, 
she stopped in one day and has 
never touched it since.

‘CHURCH TO HOLD 
BIRTHDAY FETE 


30th Anniversary To Be Cel- 
ebrated Next Week. 


The thirtieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Gordon Street 
Baptist church will be observed 
next week, to be featured each 
night by addresses from southern 
churchmen. 

Established in 1907 near the 
scene of the great struggles in the 
Battle of Atlanta, this church was 
named the Battle Hill Baptist. 
church at its inception: When the | 
location was moved to the present 
site, Gordon street and Lucille 
avenue, the name was changed. 

From a small beginning three 
decades ago, the church has 
grown to be one of Atlanta’s large 
churches, the pastor, Dr. Thomas 
F. Harvey, pointed out yesterday. 
He said the membership now 
numbers 1,882 and that gifts to 
all purposes amount to approxi- 
mately $400,000. 

During the first 15 years, the 
church had five pastors. Ther 
came Dr. W. H. Faust, who re- 
mained as pastor until 1936. Un- 
der him, a new church and pastor- 
ate, both costing more than $100,- 
000, were built. 

When Dr, Faust retired to be- 
come secretary of the department 
of evangelism for the Georgia 
Baptist Convention, «the church 
had no debts. 

A few months ago, Dr. Harvey 
was called from the First Baptist 
church at Hattiesburg, Miss., and 
since his pastorate began, more 
than 140 new members have been 
added to the church. A financial 
secretary and choir director have 
been employed, also. 

Dr. Harvey will preach the 
morning service tomorrow on “The 
Lordship of Jesus,” and on 
“Crime Never Pays” at the eve- 
ning ceremonies. In his latter ser- 
mon, he said, he will allude to the 
time he conducted the funeral for 
a gangster, slain in Chicago.

Notwithstanding, a deter- 
mined effort is to be made to retain an unfair 
advantage which has resulted, for half a cen- 
tury, in penalizing both the southern manu- 
facturer and the southern worker. 
_ The alarm of the east is striking evidence 
of the value of the conference of southeastern 
Governors which has led the fight for equity 


in freight charges. That conference hasbrought . 


the injustice into the open and has achieved 
public hearings which are to be held by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in Birming- 
ham next month. 

- The Southeastern Governors’ Conference 
should not be a temporary organization. It, or 
some similar body, should continue to work for 
this section, to sécure results that can be ob- 
tained only through co-operative action. Cer- 
tainly if the time ever comes when the Gov- 
ernors are no longer able to work together for 
such purposes, some other south-wide organi- 
gation, with every opportunity for equal effec- 
tiveness, must be formed to carry on the good 
- The I. C. C. should take steps ‘to place all 
sections of the country on a parity in so far 
as transportation costs are concerned. If this 
is done, the southeast will be able to continue 
its industrial expansion, to sell its goods on 
equal footing with the goods manufactured in 
the east, and to remedy the present small dif- 
ference in wage scales paid in this section. It 
is the higher freight costs which have com- 
pelled the southern manufacturer to ‘absorb 
that handicap in lower wage scales in the past. 


PAYING FOR SLUMS 

Declaring that cities are now, and always 
have been, subsidizing their slum areas, whether 
or not they have realized it, the National Hous- 
ing Committee in a recent statement argues 
that this type of subsidy is a guarantee of con- 
tinuance of these sub-standard areas as slums, 
instead of a provision for their removal. 


The committee takes the position cities can- 
not afford, indefinitely, the cost of maintaining 
such sections. The taxpayers, it is pointed out, 
pay far more for the maintenance of slums 
than they would ever have to pay for their de- 
struction and replacement with modern, up-to- 
date housing for the low-income groups. 

Taking a slum area in Cleveland as an ex- 
ample, the committee appends some startling 
figures illustrative of the cost of a slum to the 
city as a whole. 

The area in question represents .73 per cent 
of the entire land area of the city of Cleveland, 
but represents 2.4 per cent of its population. To 

show that the area is an actual social menace, 
 @ breeding place for crime, vice, delinquency 
and social dependency, the report shows that 
during the past 12 years 21 per cent of the mur- 
ders perpetrated in Cleveland were committed 
by people of this section; 26 per cent of the 
city’s houses of prostitution are located in the 
‘area; seven per cent of delinquency comes from 
this small section and 13 per cent of the deaths 

by tuberculosis occurred there. 

Public expenditures on behalf of this area, 
including city, county and board of education, 
amounted in 1932 to $1,356,988, against a nomi- 
‘nal tax income from the property in the area 
of $225,035. Added to this is $490,836 spent in 
the area by visiting nurses, day nurseries, as- 
sociated charities and other private welfare 
agencies, leaving a net annual cast to the com- 
munity of $1,622,789 for maintaining these 
slums. Then there is, also, an accrued tax de- 
linguency for the district which, in 1932 
amounted to $369,248, or 164 per cent of the 
total annual tax levy. 

Other burdens on the taxpayers for this 
glum include 14.4 per cent of the total money 
Cleveland spends for fire protection, though 
only 2.4 per cent of the population resides there. 
and 6.5 per cent of the amount the city spends 
for police protection.

have consented to refer the issue, instead, to 
the 27-nation nonintervention committee. 

It seems that both London and Paris are 
determined to leave to Il Duce no possible 
grounds for logical complaint when the final 
showdown on the Mediterranean and Spanish 
situation comes.. They are conceding every 
minor point and, if the Italian leader remains 
obdurate, whatever action then becomes nec- 
essary will be his responsibility alone. 

It is as though two individual disputants 
were arranging the details of adjudication of 
their argument. One is so convinced of the 
logic and justice of his claim that. he is willing 
to give every technical opportunity to the 
other, so that when the final judgment is 
rendered there can be no shadow of complaint 
that unfair advantage was taken. 

If Mussolini refuses t6 abide by the de- 
cisions of the 27-power committee, he will be 
refusing the judgment of the arbiter he chose 
himself. Thus his ruthless determination to 
ride roughshod over all international law will 
be, once again, made plain for all the world 
to see.

COTTON FOR BETTER LAWNS? 


W. M. Hutchinson, secretary of the Cotton 
Seed Crushers’ Association of Georgia, points 
out a little known use for cottonseed meal and 
hulls which, if universally adopted, would pro- 
vide an appreciable increase in the market for 
these by-products of the cotton plant. . 

Mr. Hutchinson asserts that cottonseed meal 
is an excellent fertilizer for lawns and that the 
hulls will aid new lawns when mixed with the 
soil to keep it porous and prevent “baking’’ or 
hardening. 

Cottonseed meal has several advantages over 
other lawn fertilizers, according to H. J. Har- 
per, soils specialist at the Oklahoma A, & M. 
College. The absence of odor is one and the 
lasting effect is another. Cottonseed meal, also, 
will not injure foliage. - 

“Because the rate of availability of the 
nitrogen in cottonseed meal is slow, the fer- 
tilizer acts over a long time and the grass de- 
velops with a uniform, dark, green color,” says 
the Oklahoma agronomist, 

If the claims for these products are true, 
their general adoption by home owners of Geor- 
gia as aids to perfect lawns would react favor- 
ably to the southern cotton producer in in- 
creasing the demand and thus, indirectly, aid- 
ing in. maintaining the price. 3 

Information about the use of cottonseed 
meal and hulls on lawns may be secured, it is 
stated, from the educational service of the Na- 
tional Cottonseed Products Association of Dal- 
las, Texas.

Georgia Tech and Duke meet, 
today in a football game that may 
well be rated a toss-up, all things 
being equal. : 

It’s a game that may well rest 
in the laps of the gods. The kick- 
off. is at 2 o’clock at Grant field. 
A crowd of easily 25,000 is in pros- 
pect. 

The majority of the experts rate 
Duke a favorite, but Tech has a 
fighting chance and the advantage 
of playing on the home field.. . 

An inspired Tech team can rise 
to the occasion and win. But it 
will take sheer genius or inspira- 
tion to do it. 


SUPERIOR LINE. 

Duke logically is credited with 
a superior line and superior man- 
power both in line and backfield. 
But no amount of logic can deter- 
mine which team will get the 
breaks. 

And the breaks, by the way, 
may play a highly important part 
in this fifth annual game which 
matches the strategy of two great 
coaches—Wallace Wade and W. A. 
Alexander. 

Duke won last year, 19 to 6, on 
the home field. And the Blue Dev- 
ils, fortunate in having a fine re- 
placement for the departed Ace 
Parker, are not weakened by the 
departure of other men. 

And so Duke, by all rights, de- 
serves to be the favorite; Tech the 
underdog. Tech experienced a 
rather wholesale exodus of play- 
ers. 

This is especially important be- 
cause it means that seven of 
Tech’s 11 starters will be new to 
Duke and Wade’s style of play. 

One big question evolves 
around Duke’s ability to play in- 
spired football. on two consecutive 
Saturdays. The Blue Devils had 
to use all their guns against Ten- 
nessee and the game, of course, 
resulted in a scoreless deadlock. 


EASIER GAME. 


Tech had much the easier game 
against Kentucky. However, it is 
highly possible that Duke will play 
inspired football against Tech be- 
cause the Blue Devils will never 
forget the two previous games on 
Grant field. Twice Tech knocked 
them out of a chance to go to the 
Rose Bowl. Duke never has scored 
on Grant field. 

Few teams ever have beaten a 
Wade team badly. Only twice in 
all his coaching experience has 
Wade seen one of his clubs beaten 
by a margin of 23 points. 

Wade took an Alabama team 
east in 1923 and Syracuse won, 23 
to 0. And in his first year at Duke, 
Tennessee won, 25 to 2, also a 
margin of 23 points. 

A Tech team gave Wade his 
third worst beating. But it was 
the Tech team of 1928—the Golden 
Tornado—and the score was 33 to 
13, a margin of 20 points. 

It is quite a record. And yet 
Some are so bold as. to say this 
Tech team might beat Duke today 
by a margin of three touchdowns. 

If, by some chance fate, such 
a thing were to happen, the great- 
ness of Tech would be extolled 
from the rock-bound coast to the 
sun-kissed shores and back again. 

BROOKS INJURED. 

Tech does not come up to the 
game as physically fit as the 
coaches would desire by a lony 
shot. J. L. Brooks, dynamic guard 
who played well against Kentucky, 
will do well to play. He has an 
injured ankle. 

George Smith, able reserve end, 
also has an injured ankle and his 
chances of playing are deemed 
doubtful. And to make matters 
worse, Eston (Little Tarzan) 
Lackey, sophomore tackle, has 
been out most of the week be- 
cause of a leg infection. 

Take three such boys away from 
any team and it hurts. 

There are expected to be few 
changes in the Tech lineup as of 
the Kentucky game. Jack Nixon 
will start in place of Brooks. That 
may be the only one. There is 
some question, however, as to 
whether Glenn Cushing or Walter 
Rimmer will start at left tackle, 
ae, opened against the Wiid- 
cats. 

Tech expects to be outmatched 
in punting, punt coverage and re- 
turns. 

It may well be that Tech will

Duke claims All-American rec- 
ognition for Herbert Hudgins, an 
end who was only changed last 
spring from a _ reserve halfback.

After his brilliant performance 
during the series, however, Tony 
admitted he wasn’t so sure he 
would quit.

Until the 1937 season, despite his 
290 average, he drove in 1,084 
runs for 11 years, 

Through the past two years, he 
has made a gallant comeback, aft- 
er sports writers had written his 
baseball “obituary” after the 1935 
season. In 1936, he had one of the 
biggest batting days in diamond 
history against the Athletics on 
May 23, when he hit three homers, 
two with the bases loaded, and a 
triple, and drove in 11 runs in one 
game, 

For that performance, as well 
as for his comeback through the 
season, the New York chapter of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association 
voted him “the player of the year.” 

There was some talk that the 
offer for Lazzeri may have come 
from the Philadelphia Athletics.

One thing your front, or en- 
trance area must have, and that is 


dignity. Have those who pass your 
home unconsciously gain respect 
for the owners who live within. 
Do not try to impress them with 
the amount of material that you 
have been able to buy. Do not 
put on a display of architectural 
features. Do not display the white 
chair in which no one ever sits. 
Do not have a collection of animals 
or fowls that are so well behaved 
that they never move from the 
spot where you placed them. Even 
though you were able to buy seven 
ducks, and keep them in a row, do 
not use them here. Do not use 
geometrical beds, even though they 
were designed. That still is not 
landscape design. 

Be careful what you place and 
where you place it. You may own 
the property, but the view belongs 
to the public. Not only display 
dignity, but be sure of neatness. 
This means that the lawn should 
not only be cut, but should be 
edged, and around the shrubs trim- 
med. It also means that if you 
have a hedge, keep it cut. During 
growing weather this means every 
10 days at least. Don’t let your 
hedge gradually get away from 
you, in other words lose it’s shape. 
Don’t dot plants all over the lawn.

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HEALTH TALKS

NUTRITION AND COMPLEXION 

In medieval physiology com- 
plexion was the combination of 
heat, cold, moisture and dryness 
which was believed to determine 
the nature of a body or plant; or 
the combination of the four bodily 
humors—blood, phlegm, or mu- 
cus, choler (yellow bile) and mel- 
ancholy (black bile). Remember, 
it was not until the time the Pil- 
grims settled in New England that 
William Harvey, M.D. discovered 
the circulation of the blood—a 
doctrine he began to make known 
about 1613 but which was reject- 
ed as a queer notion by the big 
noises of the profession of that 
era—it took fifteen years for the 
profession to swallow and digest 
this crazy teaching of Dr. Harvey. 

To this day current terms refer- 
ring to temperament disposition, 
constitution or complexion reflect 
ancient concepts long since dis- 
carded. For instance sanguine per- 
tains to blood, red, rosy, ruddy, 
warm, ardent, hopeful, cheerful; 

hlegmatic means sluggish, calm, 

fomnphatic, lacking energy, unex- 
citable; choler means anger, irasci- 
bility; and melancholy means 
gloomy, dismal, sad. 

Technically we know that the 
condition of the skin, and hence 
the appearance of it, the complex- 
ion, depends on nutrition and hy- 
giene. But actually millions of 
credulous folk and their medical 
advisers still imagine (1) that the 
skin absorbs medicines, foods, or 
poisons, (2) that the skin 
“breathes” 
“pores,” and (3) that the skin is 
an important excretory organ 
“eliminating” or “throwing off” 
waste matter. No recognized au- 
thority on phystology supports 
these quaint notions, although they 
enjoy vigorous support from cer- 
tain subsidized medical propagan- 
dists. 

The real functions of the skin 
are as follows: (1) It forms a sen- 
sory covering for the body, sup- 
plied with nerves which convey 
sensations of pressure, tempera- 
ture, pain, irritation and so en- 
able the body to make necessary 
adjustments to changes in the en- 
vironment. (2) It serves also as a 
mechanical and chemical barrier 
of defense. The horny layer of 
the cuticle mechanically protects 
against injuries, and the clear skin 
has an acid reaction which de- 
stroys bacteria in a short time, 
though creams, fats or dirt on the 
skin may interfere with this self- 
disinfectant action. (3) The most 
important function of the skin 1s 
the regulation of body tempera- 
ture, by variations in the blood 
supply and by variations in the 
amount of water excreted, as 
sweat. (4) When exposed to sun- 
light or even -sskyshine the skin 
generates vitamin D, from the 
chemical or actinic effect in the 
skin, and this vitamin D is carried 
through the circulation to the 
places where it is needed for main- 
taining good calcium-phosphorus 
metabolism which is essential for 
perfect health. (5) The formation 
of pigment, tan, which, apart from 
the vitamin D effect may be con- 
cerned in the natural healing proc- 
esses especially the healing of tu- 
berculosis. (6) According to Leon- 
ard Hill, foremost English phy- 
siologist, exposure of the naked 
skin to infra-red rays produces re- 
flex shrinking of nasal mucous 
membranes—opens the nose— 
while exposure to ordinary heat 
tends to make the nose close up.

Jimmie Cagney made some of his 
biggest hits and biggest flops with 
the studio. -William Powell was 
given his first chance to go 
“straight” in “One Way Passage,” 
but did not achieve .comedy suc- 
cess until parking his cane with 
M.-G.-M. Ann Dvorak could say 
some very nasty things about the 
studio anent career spoiling—but 
she should not forget it gave her 
first recognition in “Scarface.” 

The brothers have often been 
accused of “hard” dealing. They 
reply, “We are businessmen. When 
we make a contract, we expect it 
to be fulfilled.” And for this rea- 
son remain adamant when stars 
indulge in salary strikes—as Bette 
Davis discovered to her cost. 

One thing is certain, Warners 
have done more to advance the 
motion picture industry than all 
the other studios put together.

Maybe they do, b you have to 
hand it to them for gambling with 
a picture like “Louis Pasteur.” 
And now their latest achievement, 
“The Life of Emile Zola’ For this 
one film alone, the entire exist- 


fied. 


The strength of the brothers is 
in unity. They are the most clan- 
nish of all the families of film- 
dom. Benjamin Warner, father of 
the Warner Brothers, was a meat 
cutter and salesman in Poland, 
where he was born and married, 
and the birthplace of several of 
his many children, including Har- 
ry (present president of the com- 
pany) and Albert (one of the vice 
presidents). 

Harry is the financial genius 
of the company. It was he who in- 
duced the public to fnvest in 500 
theaters and equipment for the 
showing of the new talking pic- 
tures. A few years ago, his daugh- 
ter, Doris, married Director-Pro- 
ducer Mervin Le Roy. His only son 
died in 1932 from an infected tooth 
extraction. 


Benjamin Warner came to the 
United States in 1888, started as 
a shoe salesman in Baltimore and 
was operating two shoe stores. 
Later, he moved with his family to 
West Virginia, opened a general

Finding himself with $30,000 
in the bank, Benjamin migrated 
to London, Ontario, and invested 
his savings in a fur store—which 
failed completely.

Another period of wandering end- 
ed in Youngstown, Ohio, where 
Benjamin lived for the next 30 
years. 

Sam Warner, the third son, was 
the first to steer the family toward 
motion pictures, with the film, 
“The Great Train Robbery’— 
which cost $150. It was shown first 
in Niles, Ohio. One sister sold tick- 
ets, one played the piano. Jack 
Warner, still in short pants, -sang 
illustrated songs. Sam worked the 
projector. Father and Harry were 
more interested at this point in 
their meat market, pickle and sa- 
loon ventures. “The Great Train 
Robbery” netted $300 the first 
week. And the whole family mov- 
ed in. The film migrated to New- 
castle, Pa., to the first Warner 
theater, a nickelodeon. 

The brothers then branched into 
the exchange business, being 
bought out (actually forced out) 
by the General Pilm Company. 
This sale netted both Harry and 
Albert $50,000 each. Harry invest- 
ed his money in a huge butcher 
shop in Youngstown and Albert 
went to New York. But pictures 
were now in their blood. They 
started making “Warner features” 
in Brooklyn. 


Jack L. Warner, the vice presi- 
dent in charge of production, now 
lives in Beverly Hills in one of 
the most beautiful houses in the 
picture colony. H. M. Warner lives 
in New York, but spends much 
time in Hollywood. Albert Warner 
is in New York. Sam died in 1927 
—48 hours before “The Jazz Sing- 
er” was shown on Broadway. 
Three sisters live in or near Hol- 
lywood, one in New York. 


A few years ago Harry Warner 
was included with the 50 men who 
control the business future of 
America. 

I repeat: You’ve got to hand it 
to the Warners.

: Offer of four Atlanta banks to 
fund the city’s deficit at the low- 
est interest rate ever given the 

city had been received yesterday 
by B..Graham West, city comp- 
trollen 

As a part of the Hartsfield fi- 
nancial program, the First Na- 
tional, Fulton. National, Citizens & 
Southern National, and the Trust 
Company of Georgia will buy defi- 
cit certificates, charging only 1 3-4 
per cent interest, James D. Robin- 
son Jr., agent for the banks, an- 
nounced, 

If council approves Monday, the 
city probably will retire $800,000 
worth of merchant scrip Novem- 
ber 1, and possibly $500,000 more 
in December, applying cash to the 
floating deficit, which at the end 
of 1936 amounted to $1,629,000. 

West estimated the low interest 
rate would save the city $40,000 
over a four-year period, since 
scrip that would be retired under 
the financing plan bears 3 per 
cent interest. 

Funding the deficit will be the 
last of the important features of 
the financial program which will 
put the city on an entirely cash 
basis beginning January 1, 1938. 

Retirement of the deficit is 
made possible through an increas- 
ed tax levy of one mill specifi- 
cally for this purpose. Approxi- 
mately $300,000 cash will be ap- 
plied to this debt this year, the 
funding program being arranged 
over the next four years.

“The commissioners could not 
object to this type of ‘optional’ 
legislation, an@ at the same time 
would have to yield to the desires 
of their constituents in continuing | 
or discontinuing county road 
wor 

‘Short Session Forecast. 

This same legislative leader, 
who declined to be quoted by 
name, predicted a “short, harmo- 
nious” session of the assembly, and 
indicated the question of raising 
new revenue for operation of the - 
state in the 1938-1939 fiscal year 
would be carried over until the 
1938 regular session if there ap- 
peared any chance of a prolonged 
or politically touchy session.

The injunction halts prosecu- 
tion wHich the commission threat- 
ened to carry out in criminal 
court to apply the full extent of 
the law, the maximum tax and 
penalties amounting to $5,000. 

Judge John D. Humphries 
signed the temporary order yes- 
terday, and set a hearing for Oc- 
tober 22. 

After he gave up the cigarets, 
which he claimed he ordered for 
his own use and not for sale, 
Buckalew said the commission in- 
formed him if he would pay a $5 
| penalty prosecution would not be 
| pushed. 

Since he has not paid the $5 
penalty, the commission is seek- 
ing to affix a penalty, under con- 
struction of recent legislation, 
which authorizes them to assess a 
fine of $100 on each package of 
cigarets in the five cartons he im- 
ported, Buckalew said. 

He contends that the commis- 
sion’s construction of the act 
makes it unconstitutional because 
it represents an “undue burden 
and restriction upon the flow of 
interstate commerce,” the power 
to regulate being reserved to the 
federal government. 

The suit was filed by Attorneys

and .the law firm of Sutherland, 
Tuttle and Brennan.
